GRIM ECHO from the 1860s can be heard back of today’s 
news stories from Arkansas, carrying hard reverberations 
from an earlier day when Another American President called 
state troops into federal service in order to enforce federal policy 


in the deep south. 


Then, as now, the call for 
troops came after a long period 
in which a threatening problem 
had been allowed to generate a 
full head of steam. Then, as 
now, and state author- 
ities found. themselves in com- 
plete disagreement. And then, 
as now, there was at bottom of 
the whele dispute a tragic prob- 
lem in race relations which was 
so thorny and so charged with 
emotion that ordinary demo- 
cratic processes seemed unable 
to cope with it. 


On April 35, 1861, two days 


_after the surrender of Fort 


Sumter, President Abraham 
Lincoln By proclamation noti- 
fied the country that “combina- 
tions too powerful to be sup- 
pressed” by ordinary processes 
had taken control in the South 
and were preventing the en- 
forcement of federal law. To 
meet this situation he called 
on the Governors for 75,000 
troops, to enter federal service 
for 90 days “in order to sup- 
press said combinations and 
cause the laws to be duly exe- 
cuted.” 

Immediately after this, things 
began to happen. 

Explosion in South. 


Northern Governors promptly 
began to raise troops, as re- 
quested, but in the South the 
reaction was explosive. Seven 
states—South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas—had al- 
ready left the union. Now four 
more went out: Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina and Ar- 
kansas. Gov. Boriah Magoffin 
of Kentucky flatly refused to 
raise any troops “for the wicked 
) ” of coercing the South, 
and Gov. Claiborne Jackson 
Missouri announced that the 
Federal Government's action 
was “illegal, unconstitutional 
and revolutionary in its object 
inhuman and diabolical.” Mis- 
souri, he said, would not fur- 
nish one man “to carry on such 
an unholy crusade.” 

Lincoln was trying to insist 
that individuals rather than 
governments were causing the 
defiance of federal authority; in 
theory, his 75,000 federalized 
militia would simply be a huge 
posse comitatus acting to put 
down mob violence, However 
short-lived this theory may have 
been, the mob violence came 
quick enough. The bombard- 
ment of Fort Sumter may have 
touched off the Civil War, but 
the actual fighting began when 
men in uniforms fought against 
men not in uniform. Thus— 

On April 19 the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts marched through Bal- 
timore on its way to Washing- 
ton and got into a street fight 
with Southern sympathizers. 
Four soldiers and more than a 
dozen civilians were killed, with 


many others wounded. In Mis- | 


souri, Gov. Jackson called some 
700 state troops into camp on 
the edge of St. Louis, pointedly 
refraining from letting them 
join Lincoln’s levies. (Note: 
The Militia camp was in Lin- 
dell’s grove centering on what 


Chief Justice to fulminate in 
the empty air. Whatever federal 
troops tried to do in the next 
four years, they definitely were 
not trying to compel dissident 
Southerners to abide by the 
Court’s decisions. 

The real parallel] between 
1861 and 1957, as a matter of 
fact, lies only superficially in 
the fact that in each case a 
President called out state 
troops to uphold federal au- 
thority in the South. What act- 
ually strikes home is the fact 
that men in authority—then, as 
now—resorted for a long time 
to pious expressions of hope 
that men of good will would 
somehow resolve a very diffi- 
cult dispute, and did: very little 
to work out a solution until 
tempers on both sides had been 
so highly aroused that no solu- 
tion was attainable. 

The secession crisis came to 
a head in December 1860, when 
South Carolina announced that 
it was leaving the union. Six 
other states followed. President 
James Buchanan, who was in 
office until March 4, 1861, re-

Mr. Eisenhower is not without his responsi- 
bility for what happened. Little Rock was an 
obvious test case from the beginning of the 
school year, Indeed segrégationists from 
Georgia helped set up the plan of defiance 
more than a month ago. 

The President had two major choices. One 
was to rely on formal legal procedures with as 
little direct intervention by the White House 
as possible. This was the course of moderation 
and good faith, and assumed that in Gov. Faubus 
the President was dealing with a man whose 
purpose also was constructive and positive. 

The other course was to play a stronger hand, 
to use all the leadership resources of the presi- 
dency to create a moral and political climate 
in which the Arkansas defiance of law would 
collapse, This course would have included tak- 
ing the problem to the nation in a radio and 
television appeal in the hope that the Presi- 
dent's influence on public opinion would end 
the defiance of law and make unnecessary the 
use of stronger measures later. 

As it turned.out, Gov. Faubus took advantage 
of the mild course that the President pursued. 
The Governor used the time he-gained to incite 
the segregationists to disrespect, lawlessness and 
finally violence. 

However good the President’s intentions were, 
his course proved to be a failure.

The lesson of this is plain. Moderation has 
its uses, but must not be confused with failure 
to assume positive responsibilities. The prob- 
lem itself, the chafacter of the opposition, the 
emotional setting—all these are factors which 
must be reckoned with. 

Doubtless the President and his advisers are 
already thinking ahead to the next steps in the 
application of the Supreme Court decision. In 
this connection, Mr. Eisenhower, in the tense 
aftermath of this historic and tragic episode 
would do well to be at the White House where 
he would be symbolically as well as in fact in 
charge of the national government. 

A wise and just handling of racial desegrega- 
tion in the public schools requires the best that 
the people of the South can give it. It requires 
also, as events have shown only too plainly, 
alert, responsive and decisive leadership from 
Washington.

For a multitude of reasons, this proposition 
is the starting point. Flood control is abso- 
lutely essential—to protect the present residents 
of the valley, to stabilize an area upon which 
St. Louis county depends for residential and in- 


provide such flood control is essentially a tech- 
nical question, to be answered on the basis of 


engineering judgments. The best engineering 


opinion, according to the co-operative field com- 
mittee’s 1949 report, is that downriver dams are 
necessary to effective downriver flood control. 
According to that report, the conservationists’ 
alternative plan for a system of small upland 
reservoirs would reduce the magnitude of down- 
river floods by only 20 per cent, and sometimes 
less. That is not good enough. 

This is why we believe that development of 


which we respect and to a large degree share. 
But in this case they must give way to more 
compelling interests. 

Maintaining a lovely Ozark stream as it used 
to be would be a worthy objective if it did not 
involve such catastrophic damage and commu- 
nity paralysis downstream. For the general 
good, the Meramec must be made to serve rather 
than injure those who use it. 

The Army Engineers’ flood control program 
is a going concern, already authorized by fed- 
eral law, with staff and organization functioning 
as Congress annually appropriates funds. The 
Meramec basin ought to be brought within that 
program at once. 

We see no reason whatever why parallel ef- 
forts cannot be set afoot to accomplish every- 
thing the conservationists want to accomplish 
for the upper basin.as well. Much of their pro- 
gram is potential and hypothetical, dependent 
upon state legislation being enacted, federal leg- 
islation being adopted, conservancy districts be- 
ing formed, farm opinion being won over to new 
and wholly laudable conservation practices. 

Let all these worthy but time-consuming ef- 
forts be prosecuted. But in the meantime, let 
us start the machinery moving for the engineer- 
ing works that are vitally needed for the earliest 
possible flood control.

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Mr. Whealen on Idle Funds 


Joseph M. Whealen of St. Louis did not win 
the G.O.P. nomination for Governor last year, 
but he had the satisfaction of seeing both Lon 
Hocker and James T. Blair indorse his proposal 
that Missouri's surplus funds draw interest. The 
voters subsequently approved a constitutional 
amendment embodying the principle. Unfortu- 
nately the Legislature rammed through an im- 
plementing law drawn by the Missouri Bankers 
Association that set a practical limit of 1 per 
cent on such deposits. 

Now Gov. Blair, who signed the bill, has 
called a special session to enable the state in 
effect to pay more than 3 per cent on bonds 
for its building program. Mr. Whealen now 
makes the logical suggestion that the Governor 
also ask the Legislature to raise the interest 
rate on idle funds.

No one will deny the existence of 
inequality of educational opportunity 
among St. Louis county school districts 
in their ability to support education. 
Disagreement arises over the solution. 

The problem arises primarily from 
the fact that there exist 29 independ- 
ent schoo] districts in a geographic area 
varying widely in taxable wealth. 

It is the contention of this writer 
that the only way to resolve the inequal- 
ities is to reorganize the 29 independent 
school districts into one district with 
authority vested in a six-director board 
as provided by law. 


Reorganization of the county school 
districts into one district would equal- 
ize educational opportunity for all the 
children of the county. Equalization 
at a very low level would effect noth- 
ing, but there is sufficient taxable 
wealth in the county as a whole to 
maintain a better-than-average system 
of education for the entire county. ' 


A $2 tax levy for current costs on 
the present total assessed valuation for 
St. Louis county would net over $250 
per pupil in average daily attendance 
for the 1956-57 school year. Add to 


under the Foundation Pro- 
gram, plus the teacher-incentive allow- 
ances, and there would be available 
about $350 per pupil in all the schools 
of the county. 

Reorganization, moreover, would not 
only equalize educational opportunity; 
it would lift the level of the majority 
of the school districts to better-than- 
average.

Wonder of the Brain 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR DR. STEINCROHN: After watching these people 
in the quiz programs almost “dredge up” their an- 
swers, I can't get over the “wonder” of the brain. Mr. S. 
ANSWER: Relative to the brain, I have ‘been reading 
in the Saturday Review of Literature these delightful words 
by Lawrence S. Kubie, M.D., Clinical Professor of Psychi- 
atry at Yale: “It is literally true that no man has ever used 
more than a small fragment of his brain power. In fact, 
even the most alert of us are never wholly awake, much 
less fully in action. If you think that the organ itself is 
small, I can assure you that you are misled by its appear- 
ance. 
“A few years ago the pundits calculated that to du- 
plicate the human brain with existing radio tubes, structure 
by structure, cell by cell, connecting fibril by connecting 
fibril, would require for each human being‘a machine al- 
most as tall as Rockefeller Center, as large in area as the 
Cow Palace of San Francisco to house the millions of indi- 
vidual units, their cooling and replacement systems, their 
files, and their message-transmitting components. Another 
calculated that it would take the power of Niagara Falls 
to run it and Niagara’s rushing waters to keep it from 
overheating.” 
You see, Mr. S., even you and I might have a good 
chance on those quiz programs—if only we knew “how to 
run the darn thing.”

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Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Condensation can be correc- 
ted. You can have a house that 
is comfortable in cold weather 
and yet at the same time is not 
too humid. It does, however, 
take a little time, some thought, 
a little work and in most cases 
a little money. 


Condensation on walls and 
windows is caused by the fact 
that when the warm moist air 
inside the house strikes a cold 
surface, some of the moisture 
in the air is deposited on the 
surface ds a liquid. The colder 
the surface and the higher the 
moisture content of the air, the 
greater will be the amount of 
condensation. 


Condensation seldom occurs 
in mild weather except where 
the house air has a very high 
moisture content. It usually oc- 
curs when there is a wide dif- 
ference in temperature between 
the outside air and the inside 
air. This means that there is 
still time to take corrective 
measures to prevent this annoy- 
ance next year. The corrective 
measures are reducing the mois- 
ture content of the air in the 
house and at the same time 
eliminating those cold surfaces,
